Tbe ball bouu- 
ced crooked and bit him on the chest. 
He grabbed at the ball hastily and, as 
he clutched it, he shoved it down into 
the handkerchief pocket ou his shirt 
front. The runner saw Carroll tugging 
and straining to tear the ball out of 
the pocket aud instead of stopping at 
first, he sprinted onto second while 
Carrol', still trying to dislodge the 
oall, ran to second. Tbe batter passed 
the fielder aud turned for tnird with 
Carroll in pursuit. At third Carroll 
stopped and tried in vain to release 
the ball, and the runner kept on across 
the plate and scored the winning run 
Chris von der Abe, who at that time 
was at tbe head of tbe euphonic tifo, 
Von der Abe, Muckeufuss and Diddle- 
bock, which operated the club, was 
furious and ordered all pockets re- 
moved from baseball shirts. Other 
teams followed and the pockets never 
have been restored, except by a few 
players who are willing to risk tbe 
repetition of the accident."

Prof. U. A. Surface, Pennsylvania 


State Zoologist, of Harrisburg, has te 
ceived appeals for directions for plant* 
lug tree* so they will grow. As be has 
planted over 20,000 trees, of which not 
more than cue per cent, failed to live 
aud thrive, the instructions by our 
State Zoologist will be found practical 
aud useful fur uiauy persons 
They 


are as follows: 


To grow a jtood tree certain essential 


points fchnuld be observed. Among 
these are the following : 


First 
It should be a healthy, vigor- 


ous tree 
As surely as a tree in sickly, 


ufeebled, infected with disease germs, 
or infested with insects at the time it 
is transplanted, this condition will be 
unfavorable to iU> growth, and it can 
not be expected that U will develop 
into a good tree without the removal 
ut tbe pests assailing it. 


Hecoud, Jt .«hnuld be a young tree 


rather tnau au old tree 
A one-year 


old tree five feet tall will be uiucli 
more sure to grow than a tiee three or 
tour years old of tbe same height. 
Also, a young tree is more easily 
transplanted with less shock to its 
system from tbe operation, aud with 
lees proportionate loss ot roots than in 
au old tree. 


Third Tbe roots should be cut back 


to oQine extent, but tbe length aud 
size of those remaining should be pro- 
portionate to the size of the tiee. For 
a one-year old tree the roots should be 
six or eight inches in length, and if 
possible should extend m different di- 
rections. A deep root is not necessary 
for the growth or life of tbe tree, aud 
in many cases can be cut ofl. thus 
saving (he labot of digging a deep 
uole. Very fine hairy roots, whlcb 
keep tbe earth from pressing close 
around the other roots, should be re- 
moved. 


>ourtb. The top should be cut back 


m proportion to tbe cutting back ot 
tue roots. This should be more severe- 
ly than most persons believe. In most 
cases tbe tree will thrive better if its 
branches are cut back to very abort 
spurs, aud from two-thirds to three- 
fourths of its top cut off", than tbougb 
tbe entire top should be permitted to 
remain at tbe time of transplanting. 


Fifth. All broken and decayed or 


diseased parts should be cut away 
botn in root and top, and if tne top is 
unsymmetrical in its shape, It sbonld 
be cut back to a fair degree of symme- 
try at this time if ever. 


Sixth. Tbe bole should be dug of 


sucb depth that when tbe tree is plant- 
ed and tramped firmly in position it 
will not stand more than tbree inches 
deeper in the soil than it previously 
grew. 


Seventh. If tbe tree is to be planted 


m a plowed or cultivated place the 
preparation should be very thorough, 
by deep plowing, about sucb as is 
done for good potato planting. If it is 
a cl*v subsoil or other impervious sub- 
strata it sbouid be removed by digging 
to a deptb of one or two fett more, and 
a good fertile top earth thrown in its 
place and firmly tramped luto position 
when not wet enough to cake. 


If tbe tree is to be planted la soil 


that is not cultivated, tbe earth should 
be loosened deeply over tbe spot 
about five or six feet in diameter. 
From tbe middle of this spot tbe sub- 
soil sbouid be removed, and replaced 
witb good earth to such deptb as will 
let tbe roots stand at the desired eleva* 
tion. 


Eighth. It is not enough in bard 


ground or sod merely to dig a email 
bole large enough to hold the roots of 
tbe tree. In such a case the soil around 
it becomes too dry, aud the tree fails 
to thrive. The proper preparation of 
a good, broad, deep root bed is impor- 
tant in places where tbe ground is un- 
cultivated, as along streets, in lawns, 
school yards, etc. In replacing the 
subsoil that was removed, use good 
top earth tbat is about tbe rignt mois- 
ture to be correct for planting seed, 
bat not wet enough to pack Into a cake 
when tramped. Then tiamp it firmly 
in tbe bole before setting the tree up- 
on it. 


Ninth. Set the tree in position on 


fertile earth tbat is damp but not wet. 
Spread the roots in different directions, 
but have none looping around in tbe 
bole 
Either dig the bole larger, or 


cut off the long root. 


feuth. Put over tbe roots about two 


inches of good, loose, fertile soil, and 
tramp it firmly to position. Firm tbis 
irroubd closely about all roots, aud be 
sure tbat no space is left beneath the 
centre. If there are roots at different 
elevations gradually fill in tbe earth 
until each is covered and firmly sepa- 
rated, ratber than crowd them all 
Uowu and packing them in together 
at oue time. 


Next throw about oue inch of loose 


earth over that whicn has beeu firmed, 
and over tbis scatter some well de- 
cayed manure or a few spoonfuls of 
commercial fertilizer or plant food of 
any kind. 


Carefully avoid placing aniticia 


plant food or manure in contact with 
tbe roots. 


Eleventh. Fill tbe bole witb eartb 


loosely to within an iucb or two of tbe 
surface of the ground. Do not tramp 
it. 


Over tbis loose ground can b« a 


mulcli like atraw held in place by 
boards, sticks, etc.; or cultivate the 
top of tbe soil by shaflow cultivation 
as soon as it is dry enough to do tbis 
properly after each rain. Do not use 
water in planting a tree unless the 
{•o\\ is dry, in wbicb event it can be 
:well soaked by pouring ou several 
•buckets of water after tbe roots are 
entirely covered. Tbe tree should not 
:'oe shaken after waif Hug.
